Legislative. 

Oa  Tuesday,  a  long  deb&td  was  bad  in 
the  Senate  on  the  bill  reducing  the  fees 
of  County  Clerks  and  Clerks  of  tbe  Sn 
preme  Court  and  Court  of  Chancery.  It 
was  shown  that  tbe  Clerk  in  Chancery 
'received  $18,000  per  year,  that  the  Su 
preme  Court  Clerk’a  fees  amounted  to 
about  the  Mine,  and  that  tbe  money 
came  mostly  from  tbe  poor  people  of  tbe 
State.  Tbe  bill  was  ordered  to  a  thud 
reading. 

Tbe  Judiciary  Committee  have  taken 
testimony  in  tbe  matter  of  tbe  alleged 
bribery  of  certain  Senators  and  made  a 
report.  One  charge  was  that  a  letter  was 
written  by  one  Senator  to  the  effect  that 
tbe  bill  reducing  Sheriffs’  fees  could  be 
defeated  for  $2,500.  Another,  that  Sen 
ator  Abbett  bad  appeared  aa  attorney  for 
tbe  Sheriffs.  Tbe  Committee  reported 
that  the  charges  were  entirely  false.  The 
persons  said  to  have  been  written  to 
were  examined,  and  say  they  bave  never 
received  any  such  letters.  The  commit¬ 
tee  said  in  jostice  to  the  Sheriffs  that  the 
evidence  showed  that  no  fond  waa  raised 
by  them  for  any  purpose,  and  that  th* 
allegations  in  Reference  thereto  were 
false  and  without  foundation,  and  pick 
ed  up  with  tbe  other  matters  by  report¬ 
er*  in  bar-rooms,  without  any  attempt  to 
inquire  into  its  truth.  The  Committee 
censure  tbe  newspapers  for  publishing 
bar- room  goseip  without  inquiring  into 
tbe  truth. 

•  Mr.  Dodd  baa  introduced  a  Supple¬ 
ment  to  Orange,  authorizing  tlit  Com¬ 
mon  Council  to  borrow  $35,000  for  tbe 
erection  of  school  houses  ;  $35,000  for 
deficiencies  of  unpaid  taxes,  and  $25.- 
000  for  support  of  public  schools. 

A  new  section  to  tbe  eleetion  act  de¬ 
claring  any  person  who  does  not  pay  his 
pool  tax  a  pauper,  and  taking  away  from 
him  his  right  of  suffrRgo  until  said  poll 
tax  is  paid,  caused  considerable  discus¬ 
sion  but  was  defeated. 

A  bill  bos  been  introduced  -to  estab¬ 
lish  a  rate. >for  tax  Assessments  of  furm 
lands  ia  cities.  It  provides  that  they 
shall  be  asaissed  bj  acres,  at  a  rate  which 
the  assessor! thinks  they  would  sell  the 
samev _ ^ 

An  act  has  been  introduced  to  author¬ 
ize  Collectors  to  sell  real  estate  for  delin¬ 
quent  taxes  and  to  legalize  and  confirm 
sales  of  real  estate  heretofore  made  by 
them.  '  Section  1  provide*  that  all  sales 
of  real  estate  heretofore  made  by  any 
collectorvjjftaxes  by  virtue  of  aDy  war¬ 
rant  issbed  for  tbat  purpose  are  hereby 
legalizecfand  confirmed,  provided  said 
sales  were  in  all  other  respects  iu  accor¬ 
dance  with  the  laws  of  this  State.  Sec- j 
tion  2  provides  that  tbe  warrant  hereaf¬ 
ter  issued  for  the  sale  <if  real  estate  for  ' 
the  collection  of  delinquent  taxes  shall 
be  directed  and  delivered  to  the  collec¬ 
tor  of  the  township,  borongh,  town  or 
district  and  said  collector  shall  have  full 
power  to  procaed  and  sell  and  convey 
tbe  lands,  Ac.,  named  nud  described  in 
said  warrant,  provided  this  act  shall  not 
apply  to  or  affect  any  city,  Ac.,  having 
special  laws  or  charters  inconsistent  here¬ 
with. 

Mr.  Vail’s  bill,  permitting  contracts 
between  mortgager  and  mortgagee,  was 
brought  up  and  put  upon  its  final  pas¬ 
sage,  at  a  lima  when  there  were  six  ab¬ 
sentees,  all  bat  one  of  whom  were  against 
the  bill.  It  was  lost  by  a  vote  of  26  to 
27.  •
